Tarifl Taxation. 

‘The extraordinary efforts which are now 
making (throw dust in the eyes of the peo- 
plo upon the subject of a tarif, renders it ne~ 
fessary that some exertion should be made 
to counteract the efforts of those, who from 
eelfishness, and-an inherent love of Federal~ 
jsm nrestriving to benefit and enrich the few 
‘at the expense of the many. 

Bory ingenuity is exercised, every delux 
sion is put in play, and all false glosses 
brought forth, im order to induce the people 
to consent that the products of their toil, shall 
be given to enrich the manufacturer, without 
their receiving any equivalent therofor 

Say, in his treatise on political economy, 
makes the remark, “that adventurers inthe 
different channels of industry, treat of doubt- 
ful points as matter of certainty, often pray 
for what is directly opposite to their inter 
ests, and importunately solicit from authority 
a protection of the most mischicvious tenden- 
cy.” So it is; on the present occasion, or 
would be, ifthe agricultural community 
should unite in_praying to congress for an in- 
ercase-of-duties upon articles of consumption. 
Such a prayer if granted, would be to them of| 
most mischievious tendency. 

It is indispensible that taxcs should be levi- 
ed for the support of the general government, 
and there are two ways of levying this tox, 
cither directly from the people as in this 
State for the support of our State government, 
or indireetly by a tariff of duties; by either 
course it comes from the pockets of the pco- 
ple. As to the relative economy, aud justice 
of theee.systems it is not our intention to 
draw any parallel. Direct taxation isimprac~ 
ticable in this country. Most governments 
are supported by indirect taxativn, that is, by 
Auties levied upon articles of use imported into 
the country, which are paid by the purcha- 
ects in the shape of price to the merchant 
Under this form of taxation the greet mass of 
the people do not casily distinguish between 
the far and the cost of the article purchased, 
nor how much is paid for the cost of the arti- 
cle, and how much for the tax-upon it. 

‘A pound of coffee costs at the place where 
it is purchased say eight cents, whenit arrives 
in this country it is taxed nbovt five cents 
per pound, in the form of duty, the merchant 
having liad to pay this duty or tox, has to 
charge a profit upon the cost of the pound of, 
coffee, say three cents, and upon the duty 
paid about two cents more—making in all for 


east, tax and profit, eighteen cents a pound. 
"This ie tho com of pound of coffin to he con- 
sumer here. He pays for the coflee under We 


form of price—not thinking that he pays 
at the same time a tax for the support of the 
government of five cents Spon each pound 
of coffee, and to the merchant two cents 
$/ additional, for his profit, upon this euty which 
the merchant has had to pay in the first in- 
stance as atax. Without this tax the pound 
of coffee would cost the farmer or mechanic 
here but eleven cents per pound. This 
is indirect toxation brought about by a tariff. 

‘As with the pound of coffee, so it is with 
salt, iron, and all other articles of indispensi- 
ble to the farmer and mechanic. 

‘This mode of supporting the Government 
by tariff taxation, operates unequally, as the 
poor man has to pay upon articles consumed 
in his family, not in proportion to the amount 
of property he owns, but in proportion to the 
number of his family. A former has to pay 
more than this proportion, as he isa greater 
consumer of salt and iron, than the merchant, 
and just as great a consumer of coffer, &c., 
he has to pay a heavier share of this tariff] 
tax. This may be one reason why the rich 
and those who live in towns and do not work 
are generally in favor of a tariff tax, They 
pay but little, while the farmer pays much. 

The majority in Congress are anxious to 
increase this tariff tax, they have passed a bill 
to.doco, Congress has a great love for the 
amanvfecturer, and the argument there is, let 
‘us take cave of the manufacturer, and the 
manufacturer will take care of the farmer. 
Which is but saying take care of the rich and 
let the rich take care of the poor. 

‘These manufacturers state, when o farmer 
asks for protection by a tariff tex upon his 
wool, that a tariff upon wool isa tax upon the 
manufacturer. So would it be if the farmer 
were to ask for protection upon his corn and 
wheat, they would say this is a tax upon the 
manufacturer, therefore it should not be grant- 
ed. These manufacturers do not hesitate to 
ask for a protection upon their manu- 
factures, which is, by the same rule, a tax up- 
on the farmer, nor do the whigs in Congress 
hesitate to grant their requests. But the rule 

\ fs not permitted to work both ways. The 

} farrner must bear the burthen, pay sll the cost 

| of protection to others, but must not expect 
to receive any protection for himself.

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England has “a national institution” and 
a “protective tariff,” and if this country 
should adopt them asa part of her policy, 
“our labouring men will occupy the same 
position tn the social system that laborers 
occupy in England. The prices of their 
labor will be the same. Property will go 
into the hands of rich men.” “LIKE CAU- 
SES WILL PRODUCE LIKE EFFECTS, 
IS AN BYERNAL LAW OF NATURE.” 
This is the argument of the Journal. The 
price of labor in this country, though we 
should be cursed like England with a natio- 
nal bank and a high protective tariff, can 
never sink so low as in Europe, as long as we 
have so much excellent vacant land. Tntel~ 
Jigent men, being stimulated by selfsinterest, 
will not labor in our thickly populated States 
for one shilling aday, when a piece of land 
(a home for themselves and family) can be 
obtained on such easy terms in our territo- 
ries. In England the laborer is compelled to 
work for barely enough to keep body and 
soul together or starve, such is the competi- 
tion among laborers there. The reduction of 
the price of labor in this country drives the 
surplus laborers to the cultivation of the va~ 
cant lands—the west has been built up by 
Jaborers who were pressed fram the enst in 
consequence of the superabundance of Iabo- 


rors there, and the necessary declension in 


prices. Like the bees thrust out, they seek 
new hives and give birth to new States. The 
accumulation of the population in Europe re- 
duces the price of labor there—here it widens 
and increases the products of our country. 

If the price of labor coulil be kept up at 
“two dollars a day and roast beef!" by a 
national dank and a tariff, none of our people 
would be willing to abandon their present 
homes, and undergo the privations incident to 
the settling of our territories. Such national 
measures, in this country like in England, 
must have the contrary effect—instead of 
“two dollars a day and roast beef!” they 
would beget poverty and misery for the Inbo- 
rer, and purple and fine linen for the oristocra- 
cy, unless the laborer would seek shelter from 
the oppression in the wilderness of the west: 
“LIKE CAUSES PRODUCE LIKE EFFECTS, 1S 
AN ETERNAL LAW OF NATURE!” 

A notional bank, and a high tarifare sup 
ported in England, not because the laboring 
classes aro benefitted, but because hey are 
ingenious contrivances “FERTILIZE 
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as Daniel Webster saic, before he sold him- 
self to the United States Bank. For the same 
reason, the aristocracy of this country desire 
a nationol bank and ahigh tariff, knowing that 
“Like causes will produce like effecis: 

The following table, from the New York 
Journal of Commerce (compiled from official 
documents) will show that our foreign mar- 
ket has not been cut off, as stated by our 
neighbour.

Dy this it appears that our exports of the 
above articles, notwithstanding the “corn 
Jaws,” have been rapidly increasing for the 
lust twenty years; and it wil! be observed that 
the exports to. England, during the two last 
yearsembraced in the table were greater than 
the first ten years, 


For several years embraced in the last ten 
years of the above table the crops were short 
in this country, and consequently we had but 
litle to export. Last year the exportations 
were Jarge, and this year they will probably 
exceed any two years heretofore, 

‘This same paper, Which isthe lending com- 
mercial Journol in this country, in an able 
article on the subject of “Z'rade and Ex- 
change,” says: 

“STABILITY in Jnws regulating the pursuits 
of men, is the great desideratum. This is 
what we want—that the public mind may be 
quiet, and the whole people be able to see how 
to direct and employ their industry to the best 
advantage. If to any part of the conutry this 
is imporiant, is :t not to the West?

We need not trouble ourselves 
about money or exchanges:——all_we have to 
dois, to prevent the possibility of the recur 
rence of the issue of irredecmable paper, and 
ail nature cannot prevent our having good 
money and onongh of it and ensy and safe ex~ 
changes. Iti among the most wonderful 
delusions of the day to suppose that in this 
country, and with our productions, people and 
industry, we can want money or the means 
of exchange. As well may we look for a 
want of water in the Hudson and Missiesippi 
or in the broad ocean, As well may we look 
for want of nit to breathe, as for a want of 
money or the means of exchanging itj—and 
as Well may we set about eoncerting means to 
provide water for gur rivers and ait for our 
respiration, for fear of want, us to invent nrli- 
ficial means for supplying what, if obsiruc- 
tions are not putin the way by paper contri 
vouces, the natural course of things cannot 
fail to regulate in the best aud wisest manner, 

“We lope the great West will see her truc 
interest and happiness. In a position where 
every thing is secured to then), where nothing 
is wanting, but moderate labor, economy, jUs~ 
ice, and due execution of the laws, to make 
them the greatest and the happiest of nations, 
can it be that in this their day they cannot see 
the things that make for their peace. We 
cannot believe that they will sacrifice to party 
feeling the great interests of the country, and 
commit political suicide by refusing to concur 
in measures which cannot fail to produce per- 
manent and general prosperity.”

Arrest of Joseph Smith, 

We are informed that a requisition has been 
mode vpon Gov, CARLIN by the Executive of 
Missouri, for the bodies of Joseph Smith the 
Mormon prophet und O. P, Rockwell, the lat- 
ter having been indicted in Missouri as prin- 
cipal and the former as acceszory in the at 
tempted assassination of Ex-Governor Boggs. 
Upon this requisition a process was promptly 
issued for the arrest of Smith and Rockwell 
and confided to the management of the agent 
sent from Missouri to make the arrest. 

Both the accused were arrested, but were 
released upon a writ of Aabeas corpus issued 
by the municipal court of the city of Nauvoo. 
Upon being informed of this Gov. Carlin again 
despatched persona to effect the arrest, the 
writ of habeas corpus which was issued being 
a nullity. Before the return a second time of 
the officers to Nauvoo, the prophet had had o 
revelation that it would be better that he 
should not be fortheoming. ‘Thus far he has 
eluded the officers. It is to be hoped how- 
ever that the law will yet take ils course, and 
that the prophet like all others will be made 
to yield to its mandates. 


“More Awful Disclosures!!!” 

‘The humbuggers have been humbugged. 
The Quincy mail which arrived here on Tues- 
day evening, brought several slips purporting 
to be from the office of the Quincy Herald, 
giving an account of an out-break at Nawoo, 
which had resulted in the death of 20 or 30 
persons.

It was 
also reported and readily believed that a Mor- 
mon in this city had received a Jetter from 
Nauvoo confirming all that war contained in 
the mysterious slip. All this, in coancetion 
with the parade of the Guards through the 
streets, and the efforts of their brave comman- 
der to rouse up the spirit of war in the bosom 
of his men, tended to produce an excitement. 
In the midst of the excitement Gen, White- 
sides arrived from Quincy, having left that 
city several hours later than the date of the 
slip. He pronounced it a hoaz. 

‘The slips may have been printed in Quincy 
but we do not believe it. We incline to the 
opivion that it was printed in Springfield and 
deposited in some post-office between this 
place and Quincy. In all probability those 
who got up the hoa were the most busy in 
carrying it out. 

We understand that Maj. Baker, admitting 
himself to be as badly deceived a5 he was in 
the late election, threatens to whip the author 
of the Aoaz if he canbe found. We think the 
fellow deserves a title of honor, and would 
receive a liberal salary, for future services, if

not distant when a change of government 
must take place. ‘The derangements in the 
curreney—tho trouble about the now coin- 
ge—and the frequent failures of heavy mer- 
cantile houses,only serve to ndd to the general 
gloom and confusion, at the same time the 
revenue has fallen off toa frightful extent. 
In France, the state of things is but little, 
ifnny better. Whilst their manufactures 
arc less depressed, and their revenuics huve 

'y increased, the political agitation mor 
unterbulance their temporary qui 
and prosperity. ‘The critical state of aflairs 
produced by the sudden and disastrous éenth 
of the Duke of Orleans, more than counter- 
balances all the temporary prosperity that 
hos recently accrucd to that singularly fated 
country. [thas been deemed necessary to 
call the Chambers together instantly, and 
they met on the 26th of July. ‘Lhe first 
question of moment to be taken up wos thot 
of the Regency; and the Duko of Orleans 
was not cold in death before the clements 
of a savage and ruthless political war were 
set in active motion, that will scarcely cease 
before they bring abouta terrible and bloody 
revolution, to which the trois jour will be 
but asa drop in the bucket.
